Report of the Coin Committee. 

1. Rai Sahib Manoranjan Ghosh (the Curator) acted as Secretary to the Coin Com¬ 
mittee during the year under report except for four months when he went on leave. 
Babu Adhar Chandra Ghosh acted as Secretary during the period of his leave. 

There was no meeting of the Coin Committee of the Patna Museum. In the meetings 
of the Museum Committee where there are some irembers common to the two Committees 
many matters of administration were considered and attended to. 

2. Rai Sahib Manoranjan Ghosh alto acted as the Treasure Trove Officer. Identi¬ 
fication and distribution of Treasure Trove coins were carried on by him. Babu Adhar 
Chandra Ghosh officiated in his place as Treasure Trove Officer for four months when he 
went on leave on average pay. 

3. The number of the coins in the Coin register at the close of the last year was 
11,662. Since then 248 coins were added; 58 coins were obtained from other Provin¬ 
cial Governments as Treasure Trove ; one coin was obtained from the Government of 
Biher and Orissa, 49 wore presented and 140 were purchased. Of those 248 coins, 
8 coins were of gold, 48 coins were of silver, 165 coins were of copper, 23 coins were of 
billon and 4 coins werc of lead.

I. Managing Committee- —In the course of the years under report there 
have been following changes in the Managing Committee of the Museum :— 

1935- 36.— 1. (a) Mr. K. P. Jayaswal, President, Managing Committee 
went on leave to England and tl e Hon’hle Mr. Justice S. Fazl Ali, Puisne 
Judge of the Patna High Court, Member, Managing Committee, officiated iu 
his place from the 23rd April 1935 to 24th July 1935. 

(6) Rai Bahadur Sarat Chandra Roy, m.a., b.l., and Rai Bahadur Radha 
Krishna Jalan weie reappointed members of the Managing Committee for 
a period of three years with effect from the 23rd February 1936. 

(c) The Hon’ble Mr. Justice S. Fazl AliJ was reappointed a member of 
the Managing Committee for a period of three years with effect from the 29th 
March 1936.

XI. Archaeology Mohenjodaro. —The Managing Committee is thank- 
ful to the Archselogical Department, Government of India, for kindlj len - 
ing us for exhibition antiquities excavated at Mohenjodaro, Sind (a list of 
these is given in Appendix D.) 


The exhibits are indeed and invaluable collection of terracottas, copper 
and stone implements, faience seals etc. depicting the early civilization of the 
Indus Valley. 

XII. Archaeology—Patna Sewerage. —The coinsand terracottas discovered 

during the sewerage operations were added to th i Museum collection iu the 
year 1935. The Committee regrets that their li t could not he appended to 
the report already published in March 1935. The Curator Mr. S. A. Shere, 
has now, however, got them numbered, classified and arranged [a list is given

XIII. Numismatics.-- A separate detailed report of the Secretary, Coin 
Cabinet, Mr. S. A. Shere, on the Patna Mesoum Coin Cabinet, is appanded to 
the report. 


XIV. Excavation. — Two stone torsos, probably of Jaina images of Tir- 
tbankaras were unearthed in February 1937, in village Lohanipur, Patna. 
To discover the heads and limbs of the two images a search was made and the 
site was excavated by the Treasure Trove Officer Mr. S. A. Shere. the site 
yielded very many broken pieces of bricks of Maurya stylo and the foundation 
of a structure measuring 8—10" x 8'—10". The site of excavation has got its 
own importance as many valuable finds of arch®olog.cal interest ha\e been 
unearthed round about the place during the years under review. 


XV. Catalogues. — The Government of llihar have sanctioned the cost 
of preparing and printing catalogues of the archaeological exhibits and coins 
of the Museum. 


r lhe preparation of the catalogue for the archaeological exhibits has been 
entrusted to Dr. Stella Kramrisch, Professor of the Calcutta University, who 
is ex] eeted to complete the work shortly. 

The question of the preparation of the coin catalogue is under the consi¬ 
deration of the Museum Committee. 

XVI. Presentation of Antiquities to the Orissa Museum. —The Govern¬ 
ment of liihar requested the Museum Committee to make a present of all 
possible varieties of duplicate antiquities to the Orissa Museum. The latter

XVII. Finance. —A detailed statement of receipts and expenditure of the 
Museum for the years under review will be seen from Appendix B. 

XVIII. Library. —Quite good progress has been made in the Library as 
it will appear that -101 books have been added during the years under report. 
The total number of books and pamphlets in the catalogue is now 1,241 as 
against 841 of 1934-35. 

XIX. Garden. —There have been various improvements in the garden. 
It ha3 been well kept in spite of the absence of hydrants. 

XX. Chemical Assistant.— Babu Adhar Chandra Ghosh, b.sc., Chemical 
Assistant worked in Laboratory during the years under report with the excep¬ 
tion of the period when he was absent on leave and on tour. He was mainly 
engaged in chemically cleaning Patna Sewerage silver punchmarked coins 
and Kurkihar bronze images. 

XXI. Modeller. —Babu Shyamapala Misra, Modeller, has been engaged 
in making and repairing casts and on minor work, etc. 

XXII. Photographer. —The work done by the Photographer, Babu 
Pron.ode Kumar Eai Chaudhury will appear from the list of negatives pre¬ 
pared b) him which is given iu Appendix M. 

The colour enlargement of the Sancki Stupa (size 23*' x 17") is his notable 
preparation. 

XXIII. Tours.—(1) 1935-36.— (o) Rai Sahib Manoranjan Ghosh, Curator 
was on tour for 17 days from the 25th December 1935 to the 10th January 
1936. He visited Mahabalipuram, Bangalore, Mysore, Hasan, Halebad, 
Belur, Sravanabelagola, Serangipatam, Somnathpur, Madras and Calcutta. 

(b) Babu A. C. Ghosh, Chemical Assistant was on tour for nine days from 
the 28th November 1935 to the 6th December 1935. Ho was deputed to go 
to village Kausambi, district Allahabad, to purchase antiquities.

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Report of the Managing Committee of the Patna Museum 
for the year 1939-40 (ending 31st March 1940). 


I. Managing Committee. —In the course of the year under report the 
following changes took place in the Managing Committee of the Patna 
Museum. The Hon’ble Mr. Justice S. Fazl Ali, Puisne Judge of the Patna 
High Court, was appointed to act as President of the Managing Committee 
during the absence of the President, Mr. P. C. Manuk, Barrister-at-Law, in 
England with effect from the 16th June, 1939. On his return from England 
Mr. P. C. Manuk resumed charge of the office of the President of the 
Managing Committee with effect from the 9th October, 1939. 

The Committee met eight times during the financial year 1939-40.

The terms of membership of Dr. Saehchidananda Sinha and Mr. 8. Khuda 
Bakhsh expired on the 25th March 1940 and the question of fillin',' these 
vacancies has been taken up by the Managing Committee. 

IN. Burglary at the Museum. — M e have to record with extreme regret 
the raid on the Strong Room of the Museum which took place on the night of 
the 27th-28th April, 1! 39. In spite of the fact that the Police guard were 
supposed to be on duty throughout the night, a large number of inside doors 
and locks of the galleries and also of the Strong Room were prised open. 502 
gdd coins, and some other gold articles which were kept in the Strong Room 
for safety were stolen. The silver and copper coins were not disturbed but 
a small fancy pistol was also removed. 

Two large stout Chubbs’ locks attached to the collapsible gate of the 
Strong Boom were broken open, the heavy holt, hasp and staple of the inner 
door of the same room with another lock were forcibly prised open. Then 
another stout bolt and staple in the lobbey upstairs attached to the door 
leading to the north-west verandah were also forced open’. The staple and 
the hasp of the northern gallery in the Hall down-stairs were also smashed up 
and a pane of glass in the ventilator of the sculpture Gallery down-stairs was 
found broken with pieces lying on tho floor. It seems incredible that all this 
was possible without attracting the attention of the two Police constables 
supposed to be on guard, marching up and down the Museum terraces. 

The Police, however, were convinced that only some of the staff were 
involved in the conspiracy and consequently arrested the Photographer, Babu 
Promode Kumar Boy Chowdry; the jamadar, Basudeo Pathak"(who kept all 
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the keys of the galleries except the Strong Room keys); the literate peon and 
Guide, Jadunanaan Singh ; tne Laboratory Peon, Sitaram ; the Photographer’s 
Peon, Sheonandan ; the three Sweepers, Basant, Ramcharan and Nathuni and 
one of the Malis, Dhanukdhari. 

The Police submitted a Charge sheet under sections 457, 3S0 and 120*B., 

I. P. C., against several persons including only two of tho Museum employees 
out of those arrested, namely Sheonandan, photographer’s peon (who is alleged 
to have acted as a spy to the gang) and Sitaram, Laboratory peon. The rest 
of the arrested Museum employees were released by the Police for want of 
sufficient evidence against them, but the Police were satisfied that their conduct 
was most suspicious both before the occurrence and soon after it. Police in¬ 
vestigations were carried on both in Patna and Calcutta, as the result of which 
a clue was found about the existence of an Inter-Provincial gang, alleged to 
have been responsible for the buglary at the Museum. On the strength of the 
confession of one of the persons arrested in connection with the burglary, the 
discovery of certain letters and telegrams said to have been written by some 
of the accused persons and other circumstantial evidence, the trying 
Magistrate has sent the case for trial before tho Court of Sessions. 

Not one of the stolen articles was recovered in spite of the fact that 
Government announced, on the recommendation of the Museum Committee 
a reward of Rs. 2,000 to any person or persons except the culprits themselves 
giving information which might lead to the recovery of the gold coins, etc., 
or a substantial portion of them, and despite the vigorous enquiry pursued 
by the Crime Assistant Mr. M. K. Sinha, i. p. and other officers of 
the Police Department. 

On the insistence of the President, an armed guard has now been pro¬ 
vided for night duty, and if this had been done years ago when it was first 
suggested after the present Museum was built, this deplorable burglary may 
never have been possible. > 

It may be noted that our burglary was preceded by a burglary at the 
Allahabad Museum, and since the burglary at the Patna Museum, we have 
had official intimation of similar burglaries at the Museum of Baroda 
and Gwalior, also involving the loss of gold coins and gold ornaments. 

"We can only hope that the Crimnal Investigation Department authorities 
are alive to the existence of a professional gang who should be vigorously 
hunted down. 

IV. Staff.—(a) Partly as a result of the burglary and partly on other 
grounds, the following changes have taken place : — 

1. The Photographer, Babu Promode Kumar Roy Chowdry, has been 

dismissed by the Managing Committee. 

2. Jamadar, Basudeo Pathak. His case has been reported to Government 

for transfer to a post of less responsibility in some other depart¬ 
ment of Government. 

3. The Literate Peon and Guide, Jadunandan Singh, tendered his 

resignation which was accepted. This vacancy has been filled * 

on a temporary basis by appointing the Museum Literate Parash 
Muhammad Rashid. 

4. Three sweepers and one mali were dismissed. 

(6) On account of the medical leave granted to the Head Clerk, Babu 
Rama Bhushan Ghosh, Babu Shyam Sunder Sahay, Marksman Clerk, has 
been officiating for the above Head Clerk from the 1st July, 1939, and 
Maulvi S. H. Manzar has been appointed to officiate for the Marksman Clerk 
with effect from the 10th May, 1939. ’ . 

V. Working of the Museum. —The report for the year under review will 
show substantial improvements and additions made in the different sections of 
the Museum. 
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The Archseological Hall has been completely re-arranged, new stene 
pedestals made for important sculptures and new labels prominently printed, 
indicating the find-spots and the periods of the various groups, etc. 
A useful innovation is observed in a chronological chart of the periods 
represented by the sculptures and terra-cottas housed in the Museum. This 
is printed on a panel in bold white characters in three languages —English, 
Hindi and Urdu and now literate visitors can see at a glance the chronology 
of each period. 

Nearly all the important terra-cotta figurines and animals, etc., from 
different sites such as Pataliputra, Bulandibagh, Kumrahar, Patna, Mathura 
and last but not least Buxar, have been provided with plaster pedestals which 
throw up the beauty of these unique exhibits. The chariot wheel of the 
Mauryan Period (320B. C.) which was unearthed during the excavation at 
Pataliputra is now displayed in its own show case. All the terra-cottas in the 
Pataliputra and Buxar Rooms have been labelled and scientifically arranged 
according to their respective periods. They can now be seen and studied 
under better conditions. 

The Bronze Room always attracts particular attention and it now 
includes exhibits from Nalanda, the 2nd instalment of which was obtained, 
after much trouble, on loan from the Government of India. 

As the Museum exhibits are growing day by day, a few of the table show 
cases have been transformed into two decker show cases in order to accommo¬ 
date more exhibits. The exhibition of the Stucco heads from Taxila and 
Nalanda, and stone heads from other sites in these show' cases enable the 
visitor to study each piece from different angles and enhances the beauty of 
these exhibits. Each has been individually labelled and displayed on suitable 
stands. 

The old wooden shelves in our old wall 6how cases are being steadily 
replaced by plate glass shelves out of savings from the meagre contingent 
grant. The result is more light on the exhibits. 

Asa result of economies rigorously exercised in various less urgent direc¬ 
tions, the Committee were able to purchase, in spite of the one-fourth cut in the 
Contingent budget of the Museum by Government, three large w^all show cases 
with plate glass shelves, plate glass shelves for old wall show cases and 6tone 
pedestals for stone sculptures at a cost of over Rs. 1,500. The above expenditure 
was met out of the savings, referred to above, effected in the Contingent funds 
and re-appropriated from different units of the Museum budget. 

VI. Visit of His Excellency the Governor.— Sir Thomas-Alexander 
Stewart, k.c.s.i., k.C.i.e, i.c.s., Governor of Bihar and Lady Stewart 
accompanied by an Aide-de-camp visited the Museum on the 7th March 
1940 The distinguished visitors inspected every gallery including the Strong 
Room of the Coin Cabinet. When leaving, His Excellency and Lady 
Stewart expressed themselves as very interested in alt they had seen and 
greatly admired the fino building which is in the Moghul-Rajput style of 
architecture. 

VII. Visitors. —Among other distinguished visitors to the Museum 
were the Hon’ble Sir Muhammad Zafrulla Khan, Law Member to the 
Government of India ; Mr. R. E. Russell, i.c.s., Adviser to His Excellency 
the Governor of Bihar; Mr. S. M. Dhar, i.c.s., Secretary, Education 
Department, Government of Bihar ; Mrs. S. M. Dhar ; Mr. S. B. /iman, i.c.s., 
Collector of Patna ; Mr. S. A. A. Rizavi, Assistant Secretary, Education 
Department, Government of Bihar ; the Hon’ble Khan Bahadur M. Azizul 
Haque, Vice-Chancellor, University of Calcutta; the Hon’ble Mr. Justice 
C. M. Agarwala, Patna High Court; Mrs. Agarwala ; Mr. H. B. Richardson, 
Professor of English, Government College, Lahore ; Mr. John Turner, 
General Manager for the East Reuters; Mr. V. D. Ghate, Educational 
Inspector, Bombay ; Mr. Narendra Singh, heir-apparent to the Panna State, 
Central India ; Mr. R. G. Gyani, Curator, Archseological Section, Prince of 
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Wales Museum, Bombay; Mr. M. A. Shakoor, Curator, Peshawar 
Museum, Peshawar; Mr. S. Hydar Imam, m.l.a., (Central), Patna; 
Dr. Kalidas Nag, Professor, Calcutta University ; Father M. D. 
Moran, s.j., Principal, St. Xaviers, Patna ; The Rev. M. Dhammarakhita, 
the Patriarch of the Inter-National Buddhist Mission. 

The visitors were greatly impressed with the rare specimens of terra¬ 
cottas (from Pataliputra, Patna, Buxar) and other important stone and 
bronze sculptures. The method of display of exhibits in general has greatly 
improved, a matter which apparently attracted tho attention of our 
distinguished visitors. 

It may be interesting to reproduce the remarks made about the Museum 
by some of these visitors :— 

(а) The Hon’ble Bir Muhammad Zafrulla Khan, Law Member to the 

Government of India.— 

“ I was very glad to revisit the Museum after seven years and to 
notice all the improvements. The theft of gold coins is 
a sad loss which I hope the Museum will be able to make up 
by the generosity of other Museums.” 

(б) The Hon’ble Mr. Azizul Haque, Vice-Chancellor, University of 

Calcutta.— 

“ I spent an interesting morning. Mr. Absan Shero was kind 
enough to show me round. The Museum is neatly arranged 
and the bronze collections are the best I have ever seen any¬ 
where in India. The coins have been all methodically 

arranged but it is a pity the recent theft has been 
responsible for the loss of an unique collection. ” 

(c) Mr. John Turner, General Manager for East Reuters.— 

“ I am completely surprised to find this magnificent Museum in 
Patna. It ought to be better known. ” 

( d ) Mr. H. B. Richardson, Professor of English, Government College, 

Lahore — 

“ Most interesting, especially the sculptures of the Kushan and 
Mauryan periods ”. 

(e) Dr. Kalidas Nag, Professor, Calcutta University. — 

“ The most inspiring monument to the glory of Bihar and of 
* India ”. 

On account of the burglary, the Museum was closed to visitors from the 
28th April 1939 to 14th of May 1939. Tho turnstile in the Entrance Hall 
during the year under report recorded 129,724 visitors as against 152,666 
visitors of the last year. The fall in the number of visitors is due to tho 
closing of the Museum for seventeen days in the year undor report for the 
reasons mentioned above. 

VIII. Acquisitions. — During the year 1639-40 quite a number of 
interesting and important exhibits were added to the various sections of the 
Museum.

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IX. Important Acquisitions.— The following important exhibits hare 
beenacquired by gift or purchased during the year under report :— 

(o) By purchase, a stone image of the mediaeval period of the Varaha 
(Boar) incarnation of four handed Vishnu (Arch. no. 8428). 

(b) During the course of the Curator’s visit to Kumrahar, the site of 

excavation at Pataliputra which is a protected monument under 
the Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, 1904, he managed to 
acquire with the permission of the Collector of Patna a piece of 
buff sand-stone roiling pillar of the Sunga period (Arch, 
no. 8429). 

(c) By purchase, two buff sand-stone standing male and female figures 

(Arch. nos. 8430 and 8484) of the 2nd Century a.d. They 
belong to the same type of sculpture as the “ Mithuna couple 
under an Asoka tree hand ” in which the man embraces the 
woman with his right and holds a drinking vessel in his left 
towards her and the woman stands with an averted face (Arch 
no. 8178). ' 

(d) By purchase, a number of terra-cotta seals, bearing inscriptions of 

the 1st and 3rd—4th Centuries A. D. (Arcb. nos. 8488—8496). 

(e) By purchase, two water-colour paintings on paper of the Moghul 

(Size 20i''Xl5") and Rajput (size" 19"xl5') schools (18th 
Century), depicting a young noble in the company of three 
women, terrace scene by night, marble buildings, garden in back 
ground ; and a Princess on terrace with two attendents, river in 
back ground and fireworks, respectively (Art. Reg. nos. 739 and 
743). 

(/) The Museum had an unique opportunity to acquire by purchase 
a Cornucopia, from the collection of Sir John Herbert Vernon 
London and four European miniatures through' the President] 
Mr. P. C. Manuk. The acquisition of the Cornucopia and 
miniatures of the English, Dutch, etc. Schools has given visitors 
an opportunity of studying European objects of Art. 
A descriptive list of these articles is given in the appropriate* 
appendix attaohcd hereto.

By gift from Mr. C. T. Brett, c.i.*., India Police, the retired 
Inspector-General of Police, Bihar, three “ Platters*” used by 
the cannibals of the Soloman Islands for ceremonial feasts (Eth 
nos.

(») Srimati Hemangini Devi, Patna, has kindly presented an iron sword’ 
curved at the end, hold in one of the hands of the goddess Sakti

0) By purchase, an eight-legged kid which is an object of great interest 
to cur humbler visitors (Nat. History Reg. no. 119).' 

X. Archaeology Nalanda.— The Government of India in the Archaeolo¬ 
gical Department have at long last kindly given on loan the 2nd instalment of 
Nalanda Antiquities, which has been obtained after much trouble. 

The Managing Committee regret that the Director General of Archa3olo»v 
refused to lend several pieces selected by Dr. Banerji Sastri and the Assistant 
Curator, who specially visited Nalanda to make a selection for the Museum 
One can hardly agree with the Arcbmological Department that so many a 00 d 
specimens should not preferably be shown at the Provincial Museum at Patna 
rather than bo stored at tho very un-get-at-able and overcrowded little 
construction at Nalanda, where moreover there are no facilities for exports and 
savants to stay and study the exhibits. We can only hope that the Govern¬ 
ment of India will some day adopt the recommendation of that eminent 
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Artihmaloglst, 9i<* Eaanotd W nlloy, b oiosa the Mnioun at Nalandvlf and 
when this happens, the Patna Museum should, get the lion's share* as the site of 
excavations at Nnlanda, is fortunately situated in this Province,.

In this connection the Managing Committee greatly regret to record that in 
6|>ite of the protest of the President and the Managing Committee, Government 
did not restore the one-fourth cut in the Contingent Budget of the Museum. 

The Managing Committee have been faced with the difficulties of finding 
room for the steadily growing collection of exhibits, more specially in the 
Arch ecological and Art Sections. 


Certain schurncB involving the minimum of expenditure were prepared in 
consultation with the llon'ble Dr. fcsyed Mahmud, tbo lata Minister of E-lima* 
lion in the Congress Government. The money, however, was not forthcoming 
to execute those proposals and now they have boon abandoned owing to the 
war. 

Under these circumstances the Museum authorities had to resort to 
various devicee to find more show space withiu the existing galleries and by 
expenditure within the Contingent grant.

re-appropriation. It is proposed to approach Government on the lines of^the 
resolution passed by the Managing Committee on this subject.

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Report of the Managing Committee of the Patna Museum 
for the year 1940-41 (ending 31st March, 1941). 


I. Managing Committee.—In tbe course of the year under report the 
following changes took place in the Managing Committee of the Patna 
Museum— 

(a) The terms of membership of Dr. Sackchidananda Sinha and Mr. S- 
Khuda Baksk expired on the 25th March, 1940 and Government were pleased 
to re-appoint them for a further term of three years, with effect from 
the 26th March 1940. 

( b) At the request of the President, Mr. R. E. Russell, c.s.i., o.i.e., i.c.s., 
Ad user to His Excellency the Governor of Bihar, agreed to serve as a member 
of the Committee and Government were pleased to appoint him as a member 
of the Committee, with effect from the -7th April, 1940, in the place of 
Mr. M. B. Bose, a lecturer at the Bihar Veterinary College, Patna, whose 
term of membership had expired. 

(c) 'Hie Hon’ble Mr. Justice S. Fazal Ali (now Sir S. Fazl Ali), Puisne Judge 
of the. Patna High Court, was appointed to act as President of the Managing 
Committee, during the absence of the President, Mr. P. C. Manuk, Barrister- 
m»* io’ ^kh e ff ec * ; from the 10th May, 1940. On his return to headquarters 
Mr. P. C. Manuk resumed charge of the office of the President of the Manaf*- 
ing Committee, with effect from the 2nd August, 1940. 

(<Z) On the expiry of his term of office. Government were pleased to re- 
appoint Mr. P. C. Mannk as President of the Managing Committee, with effect 
from the 1st December, 1940. 

(e) Government were pleased to re-appoint Dr. Banerji-Sastri as a 

member of the Managing Committee, with effect from the 18th December, 
1940.

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III. Burglary at the Museum. —The Jury having returned a unanimous 

verdict of not guilty in favour of all the accused persons in the Museum ) 

Burglary Case, the Assistant Sessions Judge, Patna, acquitted all the accused 
persons of all the charges, i.e., 120B, 457/380 and 380, 457/380,380, 109 
read with sections 457/380 and 109 read with section 380, I. P. C. 

IV. Staff.— (a) The Head Clerk, Babu Batna Bhushan Ghosh, was 
invalided from service by the Civil Surgeon, Patna and was therefore granted 
pension with effect from the 20th May, 1940. During the Head Clerk’s 
absence and until the appointment of the permanent incumbent to the post, 

Babu Shyam Sunder Sahay, Marksman Clerk, officiated for him. 

(6) In the vacancy caused by the retirement of Babu Rama Bhushan 
Ghosh, Mr. J. F. Stuart was appointed as Head Clerk on probation of six 
months, w’ith effect from the 12th.September, 1940. 

(c) Maulvi S. H. Manzar continued to officiate as Marksman Clerk till 
the 11th September, 1940 and he was also permitted to officiate for the 
Photographer from the 12th September, 1940 to 1st October, 1940. 

( d ) On account of tho vacancy caused by the absence on leave of Babu 
Shyama Pado Misra, Modeller, Bab\j Narsingh Prasad was appointed to work 
as Modeller on Rs. 30 per month, from the 18th November, 1940 to 11th 
December, 1940. 

(e) Basudeo Pathak, Ex-Jamadar, Patna Museum, who was suspended 
on account of the burglary at tbe Museum was degraded to the lowest position 
of a peon having a minimum pay owing to dereliction of duty. He joined 
his new post with effect from the 19th November, 1940. 

(/) On account of the absence on medical leave of Babu Adhar Chandra 
Ghosh, Assistant Curator, Patna Museum for 4 months from the 20th 
December, 1940, the vacancy was temporarily filled in by the appointment of 
Mr. Srivastava Gopal Prasad, m.a.,b l., with effect from the 1st March, 1941. 

V. Patna Museum Gold Coins alleged to have been sold at Benares.— 

On receipt of an information from Mr. Krishna Deva, a scholar of the 
Archaeological Survey of India, who was stationed at Benares that he had a 
suspicion that he had “ found some clues to an apprehension of the culprits ” 
who had burgled the Gold Coins from the Patna Museum, the Curator Mr. 

S. A. Shere was orderd to proceed to Benares to enquire into the case. The 
enquiry resulted in the arrest of one Babu Ram Gobind Prasad of Bhabhua 
(district Shahabad), who bad sold many Gold Coins of the type stolen from 
the Museum in April, 1939 at Benares and Lucknow for merely a nominal 
gold value and also enabled the Police to seize the Gold Coins which were 
alleged to have been sold at those places. The Curator had to visit in this 
connection also Lucknow and Bhabhua. The Managing Committee and I 
are grateful to Mr. Krishna Deva and also to the Archaeological Department, 
l Government of India, where the scholar is employed, for the information he 
gave to the Curator in this regard. 

VI. Lecture by the President* Mr. P. C- Manuk. —Under the auspices of ^ 

the Managing Committee of the Patna Museum and under the patronage 

of His Excellency the Governor and Lady Stewart, its President Mr. P. C. 

Manuk, delivered a lantern slide lecture in aid of the War Plane Fund on the 
“ Pictorial Art of India ” at the Radhika Sinha Institute on the 21st 
November, 1940. The function was presided over by His Excellency Sir 
Thomas Alexander Stewart, k.c.S.i., k.C.i.e., i.e.s., before a large and 

distinguished gathering. 

The lecture was illustrated by 56 slides from original paintings in tbe 
lecturer’s own private collection on the various schools of paintings. 

The proceeds of the above lecture amounting to over Rs. 500 was the 
direct result of the efforts made by the Curator and staff of the Patna Museum. 

The above amount was credited to the Patna District War Plane Fund. 

VII. Working of the Museum. —The report for the year under review 
will show substantial improvements and additions made in the different 
sections of the M useum. 


V 
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It may be interesting to note that the Curator and the staff of til© 
Museum had to handle the numbering and display of 2,259 antiquities 
including acquisitions during the year under report. 

The Terra-cotta and Cast Hall has been completely re-arranged. All the 
table show-cases in this Gallery have been converted into double decker show¬ 
cases in order to accommodate more exhibits. All the terra-cotta figurines and 
stucco heads have been provided with plaster of Paris stands and they are 
now on view under far better conditions. 

The Fossil Tree which used to be exhibited ia the Geological Gallery of 
the Museum has now been shifted to South Western verandah of the 
Museum in order to make room for more exhibits in the Geological Gallery. 
The Committee are thankful to the Public Works Department for removing 
the Fossil Tree and preparing a plinth for it at their own cost. 

The landing on the first floor attracts particular attention and now 
includes potsherds from Harappa which have been kindly lent to the Museum 
by the Archmoloeical Department, Government of India. The Committee 
are thankful to the Director-General of Archaeology for this loan. We are 
hopeful that some other important antiquities besides potsherds unearthed at 
Harappa in the district of .Montgomery may be lent to the Museum through 
the good offices of the Director-General of Archaeology in India. These 
potsherds from Harappa lent to us are objects of great interest on their dainty 
little plaster of Paris stands, and are greatly admired by our visitors. They 
have been exhibited in a separate show-case close to the antiquities from 
Mohenjo-Daro. 

As a result of economies rigorously pursued in various less urgent 
directions t.be Committee were able to purchase 7 large wall show-oases and 
convert 17 table show-case9 into double decker show-eases and also stone 
pedestals for stone sculptures at a cost of over Rs. 2,500. The above expendi¬ 
ture was met out of the savings referred to above, effected in the contingent 
funds and re-appropriated from different units of the Museum budget. The 
Managing Committee arc very grateful to Government for according their 
permission to re-appropriate the sum of R«. 1,389 towards the purchase of the 
above show cases. It may be pointed out with regret that for waut of 
sufficient funds these seven wall show cases c ,uld not be provided with shelves 
of any kind and we are therefore obliged to wait for better circumstances. 

All the table show-cases in the Art Room have now been converted into 
double decker show-cases. This has largely solved the prob'em of space in the 
Art Section. 

VISI. Bulandibagh Antiquities.— Sixty-one antiquities from Bulandi- 
bagh ( Pataliputra ), which were excavated before 1927 have been included 
in the Museum’s Archaeological Catalogue ( ia the Press ). These antiqui¬ 
ties have now been numbered and entered in our Stock Register. A full 
descriptive list of the above antiquities will appear from Appendix C ( vide 
Archaeological Register, nos.

IX. Antiquities Found During the Sewerage Excavations.— The 

diggings in Patna by the Health Department of the Government of Bihar 
for the drainage scheme during the years 1935-36 yielded 1,028 antiquities 
which furnish a very important contribution to Archaeology. These antiqui¬ 
ties have already been published in our Annual Report for the year ending 
3lst March, 1938 [ vide Appendix E(o), pages 51-95 ]. Some of these 
important antiquities have been included in the Museum’s Archaeological 
Catalogue ( in the Press ). The Curator has now entered these 1,028 antiqui¬ 
ties in the Stock Register ( vide Archmologic il Register, nos. 855J—9586). 

X. Kurkihar Bronzes. —In 1930 the Patna Museum received and 
subsequently acquired as lreasure Trove 233 Bronzes, etc., from the village 
of Kurkihar in Gaya disttict. The Bronzes and other antiquities were f .uml 
at a depth of 15' below a mound. These are all attributab e to the Medieval 
Period of Ancient India, Pala and Sena Period. Quite a large number of 
them are inscribed and dated as of the reigns of various Rulers. They are 
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mostly Budhist images but there are n few Brahman leal esAmpb. By 

analysis, the metal composition of the Brojzo images have been determined ^ 

to consist i>f copper, lend, tin and iron. Very tew of these images have been 

plated with Bold. Many of the above! figure* still retain their eyes of diver, 

afi most of the «yes were orimually in silver or precious stones, A detailed 

list of thn above 233 antiquities will appear from Appendix C of the Report.

XVI. Important Acquisitions.— The following important exhibits have 
been acquired by gift, or on loan or purchased during the year under 
report:— 

(а) Lohanipur (Patna) yielded a male head, sculptured in hard 

greyish buff sandstone. It is a part of a statue, of which another 
fragment—probably an arm or leg—has also been found. The 
head has a strongly chiselled chin and its polished surface is 
practically untouched. The above were discovered accidentally 
while the foundation were being dug for building a house. 
They were thrown into a well by the builders who were perhaps 
afraid of the site being acquired by Government for excavations. 
The pieces would have probably lain there but for the timely 
arrival of the Curator. 

(б) The Museum had an unique opportunity to acquire under the 

Treasure Trove Act a beautiful and completely preserved stone 
figure of a female attendant, which was probably an inset of 
a part of a door jamb of some temple or building, recently re¬ 
covered from Rajmahal through the good offices of Dr. M. Nazim, 
Superintendent, Archaeological Survey, Central Circle, Pafna. 
The figure wears ear-rings, neoklace, bangles, armlets, waist 
chains, etc. A bird is shown looking up to the figure on its 
right. It measures 2'-8|" in height. 

(c) By purchase, a stone Jaina nude standing figure of Parsvanatha 

having a seven-hooded serpent. It measures 11^" in height. 

(d) By purchase, a black stone image of Vishnu with two attendants— 

female to right and male to left. Two flying Gandharwas are 
shown on top of the slab.

I. Managing Committee.—In the course of Hie year under report the 
following changes took place in the Managing Committee of the Patna 
Museum ;— 

(«) In the vacancy caused by the regrettable death of Mr, S. Khuda 
Baklish, r-iired Deputy Inspector-General of Police who so 
usefully served ns a member of the Managing Committee from 
the 26th March 1927 till hig death on the 19th October 1910, 
Government wore pleased to appoint the Rev, Father Marshall 
D, Moran, s.

(e) Head Clerk.— Mr. J. F. Stuart who was appointed as Hoad Clerk on 
probation of six months with effect from tho 12ih September 1940 was 
confirmed in his post as from the 4th April 1941. 

(/) Marksman Clerk.—li abu Shyam Sunder Sahav, Marksman Clerk 
was absent on leave as follows : — 

1. 10th May 1939 to 30th Juno 1939 (on medical certificate).

During the absence, on leave, of the Marksman Clerk, Maulavi Akklaque

V. Working of the Museum.—The report for the year under review will 
show substantial improvements and additions made in different sections of the 
Museum. As many as 697 antiquities have been added to our exhibits during 
the year under review (1941-42). 

The Archaeological Gallery is now overcrowded with exhibits. New 
stone pedestals have been provided for Museum sculptures and labels have 
been prominently printed on them, indicating their find spots and periods. 

The Geological Gallery has been converted into a Terra-cotta Gallery 
where thirteen large wall show-cases fitted with plate glass shelves and four 
double-decker table show-cases contain only Torra-cotta figurines from different 
important sites such a9, Bulandibagb, KumraUar, Patna, Buxar, B.*lwa, 

Vaisali, Mathura, Kausambi and last but not least M olienjo-daro. The wall 
show-cases in the Gallery have been painted in black and the Terra-cotta 
figurines standing on their dainty Plaster of Paris stands in those cases can 
now be seen to better advantage and studied under far better conditions, ^ 

while the black background throws up the lines of the exhibits. The exhibi¬ 
tion in the same gallery of Terra-cotta figurines from different sites was consi¬ 
dered necessary in order to help scholars to make a comparative study of 
the objects. 

The Bronze Room, which always attracts particular attention, and it now 
includes bronze figure of a seated and gilded Buddha in a perfect state of 
preservation and of great refinement in execution, with inscriptions in 
Burmese characters. It is reported lo have come into the possession of the 
father of Miss A. Cloote of Ranchi just after the annexation of Burma when 
the booty from the Mandalay Palace which was not reserved by Government 
for despatch to Queen Victoria was sold by auction in Calcutta. The President 
of the Managing Committee when at Ranchi happened to hear of this bronze 
image anil arranged to acquire it from its owner, who with commendable 
public spirit disposed of it to the Museum rather than to other likely purcha¬ 
sers. The Superintendent of the Archmological Survey, Burma, Mandalay, 
very kindly supplied a reading and translation of the two Burmese inscriptions 
at the instance of Dr. N. P. Chakravarty, M. A., Ph. D., Deputy Director- 
General of Arcboeology in Iudia, to whom estampages of the inscriptions were 
sent by the Curator. The Committee are grateful to these officers for the T 

assistance reudered in getting the inscriptions read. The translation of tho 
inscrip! ions is as follows :— 

(1) " The image of the sage who bears a lotus.” 

(2) “ The image of the sage who bears a lotus brought and presented 

by the king of China (Nanchao ?) on the 1st waning of the 
month of Vaisakha in the year of the Burmese era 1151 ” (i e 
1789 A. D.) ‘ ’’ 

As the Museum exhibits have rapidly increased, the questiou of space 
has been solved to a certain extent by converting all tho tablo show cases into 
double-deckers, but even so the ground space available is somewhat crowded 
His Excellency the Governor of Bihar, Sir Maurice Gamier Hallett, K.c.s.i,, 

K.c.i.e,, i.c.s. (now Governor of the United Provinces), when visitin'* the 
Museum in 1938, had remarked that “ It is clear to me from my recent visit 
that expansion is becoming an urgent problem and I will see that this 
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question i& fully considered.” The Museum in fact has much expanded since 
1938, but unfortunately, owing to the outbreak of war in 1939 no structural 
nddii ions li-ave been possible. 

As a result of economies in various directions the Commifcttoe were able 
to spend a considerable sum on the new Terra-cotta Gallery and also on the 
preparation of atone pedestals. This expenditure was met from savings* 
effected in iho contingent funds of the Museum.
